F\\N reading the Companies Bill the ſecond time, there was a 
() Petition of one George Hagar, and another of divers Brown- 
- Paper-Makers, in the Names of themſelyes and the reft 
of the Brown-Paper-Makers, committed with the Bill , and after the 
ſaid Bill was committed, there was another Petition from the Brown- 
Paper-Makers of Kent and Surry, verbatim with the former, and 
ſubſcribed by ſome of the ſame, Perſons that had put their Names 
to the other ; and one other Petition from the Dean and Canons 
of Windſor ; and ſince that another from the Lady Thy : all which 
have been heard before the Honourable Commitree. 


The Stationers (who firſt took out a Copy of the Companies 
Bill, and promoted the ſaid Peririandg). or their Sollicitors, attended . 
at all the Hearings : and now they threaten the Company to 
bring in a Petition in their own Names ; and one of their Sollici- 
tors (as the Company can prove) declared, thac they will pro- 
cure forry Petitions more, and make the Company ſpend a 
thouſand. Pound before their Bill ſhall paſs, hoping that if they 
can by their ſaid Contrivances obſtruct the paſſing the Bill this 
preſent Seſſions, that it will prevent the Company from eftabli- 
ſhing the ManufaQture in the ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom this 
Sutamer, as they reſolve to do if this Bill do paſs.
